1 iiur tho honor to tnnsmit the Annual Reports of tho 
Political Agents m Rajpootana, for the jear 1870 71 

2 Tho famine nluch dcvastatc<l tlic country m 1808 09 
had not entirely pas^sed away dunng the late joar AlYei 
hca\> falls of rain early m the season, tho showeis suddenly 
ceased before the middle of August, and the gram diied m 
tho oar before it had time to swell Many parts of tho country 
were not blessed with a single showei subsequent to that 
period Bhurtpoor and the eastern portions of Rajpootana 
were fortunate They had the usual latter lains , but west 
ward, these fell more and more scantily, till at Mullanee 
there were places without a single shower during the whole 
of the season The crops to the east were lui.uriant They 
gradually diminished to the west, evcepting where here and 
there passing storms had sa\ed narrow strips of cultivation 
In Hairaotee and the southern parts of tho IMeywar table 
land tho harvest was geneially better, but below tlie 
average 

3 In many places, especially in the UIwui and Bhurt 
poor districts, the joung gram suftered from the attacks of a 
species of grasshopper, which necessitated the land being 
resown Tho rubbee harvest was eveiywherc good 

4 The most notable event of the year was the Vice 
regal Diubar at Ajmere, held on tlio 22nd of Octobei 1870, 
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when the Maharina of Oodeypoor, the Mahaiajas of Jodh- 
poor, Boondee, Kotah, Kishenghur, Jhallawai, the Nawab of 
lonk, and the Baja of Shahpoora assembled to meet the 
Bepiesentative of Her Majesty. 

. ® p After being received in gorgeous state by the Maln- 
lajas of Bhuitpoor and Jeypoor at then capitals, and after 
paying a flying visit to the Satnbhur Lake, His Excellency 
the Viceroy arrived at Ajmere on the evening of the 20th 
October 1870 He -was received at the entrance of the 
valley by the assembled CSiiefs, and escorted in state through 
the capital of Rajpootana to the Residency 

6 The private visits of the Chiefs were paid to the 
Viceroy on the 2lBt October, and the great Durbar was held 
in the Viceregal tents, which had been sent from Agra for the 
occasion, on the 22nd of October His Excellency addressed 
the people of Rajpootana through their assembled Chiefs, 
impiessing upon them the security in which they enjoyed 
then ancient rights and privileges, and that in return they 
aveie bound to respect the rights of those beneath their caie, 
and to ensuie justice and safety to all within their territories 
His Excellency then mentioned the project which ho had at 
heart, viz, the establishment of a college befitting their lank 
and position for the education of the sons of the Chiefs, 
Princes, and leading Thalcoors, to prepare them for the im- 
portant duties which they would be called on in future years 
to discharge His Excellency concluded by showing them 
liow disinterested this advice was, and how yeai by year, as 
India was drawn to England by closer ties, it vas necessary 
for those who had such an important stake in the country to 
advance in the nay of impiovcment 


7 An unfortunate dispute about precedence raised by 
the Maharaja of Jodhpoor, who refused to sit below the 
Maliarana ot Oodeypoor, somewhat intorforod with the out 
ward success of the spectacle , but, notwithstanding this, the 
visit of the Viceroy is destined to bestow lasting benefits on 
the country, and to make a great breach m the wall of sepa 
ration betueon oui officers and tho ruling race in Rajpootana 

8 In tlio evening His Excellency returned the visits 
of the Chiefs, and ga\e them leave, and aftoi a visit to 
Nusseerabad took Ins final dcpaiturc from Ajraorc on the 
morning of tho 25th October 

9 The vords of His Excellency made a deep iinpres 
sion on the minds of the assembled Chiefs, "uho vere not 
slo^^ to perceive that the advice given was of a piacticil

inturc, and for llicir onn benefit, Aslulst it was full of hope 
and cncoungcmcnt for tlio future AV'itlun a very short 
tunc, as soon as the joung but intelligent Chief, the Jlaln 
rina of Oodc}poor, had made knonn the sum ho intended to 
subscribe for the accomiilishmont of the Viceroy’s wishes, 
other Bubscnjitions v\cro announced, and by the end of tho 
}car or soon after tho following sums had been promised —

10 This sum will form a noble endowment for tho 
purposes of the “Mayo College Many othei subsciiptions 
may also be expected, and the boys will be educated free of 
expense, excepting for their personal attendants, food, and 
keep of their horses A site has been chosen for tho college 
buildings, and an appropriation made in tho Budget Estimate 
of tho Public "Works Department, Rajpootana, so that it is to 
be hoped the buildings will be speedily commenced 

11 It IS instructive to mark tho progress Rajpootana 
has made since the last time a Governor General, Loid 
William Bentmck, visited Ajmere in 1831 32 Then the 
Governor General moved by slow and toilsome marches, of 
10 or 12 miles a day, with no carriages but an innumeiablc 
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Bumbei of elephants and palanquins, and an army of hoops 
and camp followeis The baggage was piled on iiatne 
hackeiies, tlio bullochs breaking down, oi with galled necks 
labouring at a snail like pace thiough the deep Jejpooi sands 
The journey and letuin journey must liave taken nearly 
three months of this tiiesome progiess 

12 "When Loid William Bentinok arrived at Ajmeie, 
the Chiefs of nearly the same States were assembled as ou the 
present occasion The IVlaliaiana of Hleywar, in giatitude 
ioi the benefits he had leceived fiom the Biitish Govern- 
ment, had broken through the pride and piejudices of Ins 
people, and gone to Ajmeie to welcome the Governoi Gene 
lal The Chief of Mai war, Maharaja Man Sing, remained 
an ay from the gathering from feelings of pride. The othoi 
Chiefs aio not so conspicnously mentioned in local histoiy, 
but the present Mahaiao of Boondee, then a young man, uas 
present, and is perhaps the only one who can have any vivid 
leeolleotion of the gieat changes which have token place in 
tlie infeiim 

13 In those days, the Chiefs nould not have met one 
auothei, noi the Govemoi General, ivithoiit tho gioatost 
ceiemony, iioi would tliey, on any consideration, have 
assembled together at a Public Duibar, so that had Lord 
William Bentinck been desiious of addiessmg them on nn 
important subject, in a public assembly, ivhere speech 
gams in power and eaincstness by tho accessouos which 
surround it, and uhich is ill compensated by tho tamo con 
aeisation of a puvate inteniew, ho could not ]ia\e done it 
No impulse consequently w.is given by the Governoi General 
to piogiess, and the visit passed away .as a show, not leaving 
any peimanent impression for tho benefit of the countiy 
On the present occasion, lion ever, the Viceroy of tho Queen, 
on enteimg Rajpootana, found the State of Bhurtpoor couimd 
with roads, ovei which the journey w.as made with lapidiTy 
and coinfoit m carriages, .and a single day took tho paity 
fiom Bhuitpooi to Jeypoor, a distaace_of 1 L2_imles,_t>icr_thp^

tr>. lAon the Mnall territory of KLUenghur exhibited 
n niarKcd clnii'^o. The Maharaja hiiii«o)f, not rich enough it 
is true to pay for the coiistniclion of a road (tlicconlof a\hich 
through his territory has been defrayed by the Brithh Gov* 
eniment), but, taking example from the labours of Colonel 
Dixon in (ho ncighhounng Ajnicre District, lias constructed 
many large and heautiful irrigation tanks o\cr his country, 
mnctioratiug the condition of his subjects, and improiing his 
onn rcxcmic**, Fitting at the Fame tlmo a \aIuablo example, 
vhich has been more or Ic'^s fulloncd by the neighbouring 
deypoor Tliakoors. 

IG. But perhaps no change Fincc I^rd AVilham Bcntinck 
sjsjtcd Bajpoolnna is more reiinrkablu than the bearing of 
the people towards our countrymen At that period, tlicro 
xsois an exlrcme jealousy at cxerythmg ^so did. Tins %sas 
combined witli an o\trueemng confidence by the poopio ui 
the Flrongth of tlioirown X.ilixc Clovtrmncnts Our consi- 
deration tor tlicir feelings nml prcjudKcs was a hymptom of 
weakness m their and weliad iht credit of c\cr plotting 
for the fiubverMon of their Iwultrs Ko oiUcer mo\ mg about 
the country was rcsjicclcd, nor du! ho regard himself as safe, 
unless attended by an armed guard of scpojs , and no Euro- 
pe \n, onlcnng any but the main streets ot karge towns like 
Jcjjioor, would hi\o been ‘'Ceme fioin open insult, if not 
as'^auU Lien up to the breaking out of the mutiny this was 
more or less the case, 

17. Tlio great strength of the Biitisli power displayed 
during the mutiny was acknowledged and felt as leal in 
Ilajpootaaa, whilst large bodies of oui tioops ciossuig the 
eoiintry now and then, without molesting the inhabitants, 
convinced the population of oui impaitmlity and good faith. 
The grant of the sunuuds of adoption to llio Natno Ciiiofs 
bj Lord Canning confirmeil uhat %vas as anting in the lojalty 
of the llajpoot .States, and secured to us then good will over 
tins large tract of country more fiimly than any mimber of 
cantonments located lu it would haac done The Ruleis 
and people appeal now to bo attached to us Single ofiiccis 
may go unattended anywhere tiuoughout the coimtiy, and 
Will oveiywhcic meet with assijstance, iiowheic with iiisult. 
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so that the fuendly foehng of the people to the British Gov- 
ernment and its ofBcers is moie marhed in Baipootma Unn 
peinaps in any othei province in. India 

18 By contrasting m this mannei tno distant periods 
sopaiated by nearly 40 jears, we can see the changes dis' 
tmotiy in any subject we refer to At that perioS there 
were only a few Native schools m Kajpootana , now there 
are many scattered over the country, in which i fair piopor- 
tion of boj s learn to read and write their Native languages, 
as well as pick up a smattering of English Then llie 
shill of medical men was confined to the treatment of the 
sick in our own Bfilitary Hospitals Now, the country is 
covered with Dispensaries, which are largely resorted to and 
give relief to thousands In fact, everything tends to show 
that the more Europeans and Natives of the higher lanks 
are brought together, though the faults of each may be made 
more apparent to the other, yet the more do both appreciate 
one another’s good qualities It is hut justice to the people 
of Kajpootana to say that they have less of intolerance and 
religious bigotry than other classes of Natives 

19 During my cold weather tour, the Chiefs of K-isheu 
ghur, Joypoor, Ulwur, Bhurlpoor, Dholepoor, Kerowloe, 
Tonic and Shalipoora were visited, and nt the two fiist 
capitals I lenowed my friendly relations with the Maharajas 
of those States, whoso reception of me was most cordial and 
hospitable 

20 At Ulwm, the Political Agent had lately com 
menced lus difhcult task of rescuing the State from the gross 
misrule of the Chief, which had lesultcd in anarchy and 
open warfare A Council had been directed to bo formed 
by Government, and had begun to work, hut the constant 
intrigues ivhich afterwards caused so much trouble wcio, at 
the time of my visit, only threatened The Council was at 
first timid, but the acccssibdity, the fiimncss, and the unvary 
mg and straightforward character of the Political Agent kept 
the Administration together, and instdled com ago into tbo 
Members of the Council, so that almost before the jear 
closed Captain Cadell was able to visit the sevoral porgun- 
nahs, to settle the disputes which had arisen during the dis 
turbances in the early part of 1870 

21 Tbo question of the finances and the allowance to 
bo undo to the Mahano Kaja was under consideration, and 
was decided in a liberal manner, Kupccs 15,000 per ineiiscni 
being set aside for His Highness personal oxpousos This, 
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however, did not satisfy the Maharao Raja, wlio was under 
the impression that his country was n preserve, the expenses 
of keeping which should ho stinted to the utmost, so as to 
allow a surplus of at least half the revenues for the per- 
sonal gratification of the owner, 

23. The Political Agent of TJlwur has not been able 
to prepare a Report of tho administration of tlio country 
during tho past year, his tinio being so fully occupied. He 
is desirous of preparing a full and complete one, and has 
promised to havo it ready by next year. Knowing how 
much Captain Cadcll has to do, I have readily assented to 
this proposition. 

23. The territory of Bhur tpoor bore the evidences of 
a country which had been xindcr tlie careful management of 
a succession of able officers during tho minority of the pre- 
sent Jilaharaja, The countr y is well populated and ferM e ; ‘ 
the peop ^ cont en ted ^nd _^ndu3iciQusi There are no turbu- 
lent l^otos, tho^Sirdars of the State being paid by salaries 
in cash, and few of them own more land than a single vil- 
lage to supply their personal requirements. 

21. 'When in tho Bhurtpoor State, I visited tho Bure- 
tah bund, a work planned to irrigate a considerable extent of 
country. It was proposed to throw a masonry bund across 
tho deep bed of a torrent, and a core wall, with earth on either 
side nearly three-fourths of a milo long across a valley, to 
arrest the water, and form a lake for irrigation. The soil, how- 
ever, is merely loose sand, forming quicksands in the bed of 
the stream, and as the core wall has no foundation excepting 
this sand, and here and there thin and isolated layers of 
kunkur occurring in the sand, tliere is no chance, ’in my 
opinion, of its being a successful work. I regard the money 
spent on the long wall, upwards of half a lakh of rupees, as 
quite thrown away. Any one acquainted with building 
bunds for tanks is aware of the futility of trying to arrest 
water, excepting by an embankment resting everywhere in 
its whole length on an impermeable stratum. The bund 
built by the late Colonel Malcolm at Jodhpoor, the found- 
ations of which are carried down to a depth of 13 feet in 
better soil than at Buretah, cannot retain vrater after the 
tank has been fully filled by heavy rains for more than 
three days. At Buretah, the foundations are only about 
nine feet deep, and the soil much looser. 

25. A second visit was paid to Bhurtpoor after my 
tour was over to inaugurate the young Maharaja, on his 
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Government Iml 

suuenclered the management of his State to him, undei cor 
tarn icstnctions, itJhcIi i\ere to expne on his leachinn- 2l 
yeais oi age , but as he agieed to lule his counti v m confoim 
ity with the pi onuses made to His Excellency the Viceioy it 
was d(^med expedient to abrogate the slender lestnctions 
which had been imposed, and whidi in their natural couise 
would have expired in less than a jear, 


2G On leaving Bhuitpoor, I took a run down to 
Hholepoor, accompanied by Dr Moore and Di. Haivey 
The Rana displays unstinted hospitality to all tiavelleis on 
the Agia and Gwalior Road, and he was not of couise w'ant 
ing on this occasion. WJiiIst at Dholepooi I w as successful iii 
inducing His Highness to forego the tiansit duties levied on 
merchandize passing along the Tiunk Road to Gwalior Re 
fore the road was made, the tiafBc crossed the Chumbul by 
another gh.U a'way fiom Dholcpoor. The construction of the 
load, however, caused an immense inciease in the tiaffic, 
which all took the now loute Of late years, many com- 
plaints had been made about duties levied at Dholepooi on 
banghy parcels earned by the Go\einment Post and by the 
Bullock Tiam The Rana had lately abandoned these, but 
he still levied transit duties on moichandize, though he 
had not assisted in defraying the cost of the road tlirough Ins 
territoiies He now consented to foiego all tiansit duties 
whatever. He saciificed considerable revenue by this 
libeiality , but it is always the sincere desire of His Highness 
to meet the wishes of the Bnlish Goveinment in e\ery way 
Notwithstanding this, I am sony to say there is a party at 
Dholepooi opposed to liim, which nevei ceases to spicad 
injurious leports about His Highness, being suie that ho 
will do much to a\oid being abused in print, as he dreads, 
like people of other countries excepting our own, that what 
appears in print will be certainly beUe^od by Go\cinmcnt 
TCn ownng that the Rana can be worked on in tins way, many 
unprincipled people at Dholepooi adopt it for their own 
ends Statomonts, therefore, published legaiding Dholepooi, 
which aie not vouched foi, are not deserving of credence 


27. At Eerowleo, Maliaiaja Joy Sing Pal was form 
ally installed on the giiddee, winch Jiad been meant since 
the death of the young Luclimun Pal The unfoitunate lo'is 
of the lamented Captain James Blair in the caily pirt of 
last 3 'car, at IxerowJce, where lie Ind gone to eiKpiirc icgaid 
ing the succession, Iclt afiaus in that State in an unsettltd 
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condition My predecessor, Colonel Kcatinge, liad deter- 
mined to send a dctaclmient of troops from Deolco to prevent 
the chance of any disturbance during the mtenegnura, and 
Colonel Murray, Commanding at Deolce, fortunately selected 
Captain Morrison, of the 14th Irregular Ga\alry, an officer in 
e\ ery way qualified for the duty. Thakoor Bnkhbhan Sing, 
to whom the management of affairs had been entrusted, 
recei\ ed the moral support of Captain Morrison’s presence, 
so that when the orders of Government arrived there was no 
shock or convulsion, and everything went on as smoothly 
as usual Maharaja Jey Sing Pal is careful and judicious, 
and there is every promise of his ruling K.erowlee well The 
people, who are cared for and happy, are particularly friendly 
to all English officers The Jail and Dispensary were found 
clean, and the latter well attended 

28 Between Kerowlee and Tonk a good deal of Jey- 
poor territory is passed thiough It has great capabilities, 
avhich arc much neglected, the Durbar not being desirous of 
showing too flourishing a revenue The attempt to keep the 
real amount of re^asnue from bein" known causes much laxity 
and peculation in the Joypoor Kovenue Department The 
villages are farmed for a term of yeais much under their real 
value to courtiers, or those who pay h|indsomely to courtiers 
Notwithstanding this vicious system of management, the 
people are evidently lightly assessed, and have every appear- 
ance of prosperity, though large tracts of jand are lying 
fallow The soil is light, and water everywhere near the 
surface, the population being much below what tho country 
could support 

29 At Tonk, the installation of tho young Nawab was 
carried out with as much ciicumstance as possible, to show 
the people, in ns marked a manner as I could, the determina- 
tion of the British Government to support the ruling Chief) 
and the uselessness of the intrigues entered into by members 
of the family for the return to power of the Ex Nawab 
The installation was concluded by a review of the Nawab’s 
troops, illuminations, and fire works The young Nawab is 
not in good health, but is interested in what is occurring in 
his State, indeed very much more so than would be supposed 
from his appearance The old town of Tonk is situated 
amongst the bold mass of hills, which form a back-ground to 
the view, when looking from the south towards the new 
town, which is on the plain The old town is very closely 
packed, whilst the new town is long and straggling, having 
been much over-built The people, compared with those of 
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other Eajpootana capitals, appear to be poor, but when the 
Kailway between Agra and Ajmore is opened, and the road 
io meet it constructed, about which 
*r rr people are very anxious, the prosperity

' i^^'i grandfather of the present Nawab, "Wiizeer- 

ool-dowlah, had a passion for making ttilaos, not for the 
purposes of irrigation, but for the sake of enjoying the sight 
of the beautiful pieces of water themselres. There are 
consequently many in the neighbourhood of Tonk. One 
especially is a splendid sheet of water, extending some four or 
five miles in length. The whole country to the south of 
Tonk, within the bight of the Bunass, which here forms a 
loop, is exceedingly rich and fertile, producing heavy crops 
of grain. 


31. After visiting the Cantonment of Deolee, I carried 
out the installation of the petty Raja of Shahpoora, a 
feudatory of the British Government, in respect to his estate 
■within the Ajmere District. The last Raja, wlio had received 
HD education and was a debauchee, died young, soon after 
attaining his majority, The estate had been much neglected, 
and -there was a^disjputed succession to add to the other 
causes of disorganization. Finally, the present Raja, Nahar 
Sing, v/as selected by the Thakoors and family, and the suc- 
cession confirmed by His Excellency in Council. ^ The Raja 
is still young. The Manager of the Estate is his maternal 
unde, Thakoor Megh Sing of Rishenghur ; and it is to bo 
jioped that the care and attention bestowed by .the Political 
Agent of Harraotee, who takes a lively interest in its welfare, 
will be productive of good results. The town is flourishing, 
though poor and mean. It is very unhealthy, having to 
windward a large marshy tank, which supplies a broad W’ot 
ditch surrounding the town with stagnant unwholesome 
water, and filters into the neighbouring lands, wliich protluco 
much rice. 

33. This central part of Rajpootana might produce 
much more valuable crops than it does. TJie want ot a sot*- 
tied method of revenue management and of entcrprizo 
amono’st the proprietors and farmers, and of encouragement 
to the TvotSf restricts the produce to the oi'dinary grams. 
Targo tracts are capable of producing opium, ^ sugarcane, and 
tobacco. The late Minister of Jeypoor, Pundit Shcqdccn, wa.s 
the only Native in power whom I have laiown, who mtcrcstccl 
hiraselt in this particular, and so successful was he tliat m 
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three yenre ho raided the revenue of the Ilindown Pergun- 
iiah from three to eix lakhs of rupees a year, by getting the 
cultivators to sow opium and tooacco. .It is a subject, in 
vhich tlic advice of our Political Ofiicers might be given 
v-itli benefit. At present none of those countries produce any 
articles of export excepting a little inferior cotton, and grow 
onl^’ enough grain for their own consumption. If there was 
any export of prodtico, it would bo of great advantage, not 
only to the people of the country, but to our own districts, 
which could send cloths, metal vc^^scls, and articles of native 
luxury, which the people arc now too poor to buy, in oxchaiigo 
for agricultural productions. 

33. I will now proceed to remark on the principal 
points noticed by the Political Agents in their Peports. 

MET WAR. 

34. The revenue and expenditure of Meywar for the 
year under report were Rupees 2G,8G,7C3-C-G and Rupees 
27,30,31S-14‘9 respectively, leaving a deficit of Rupees 
43,G55-S-3. 

33. Tlio opium scales at Oodo^’poor, which were cstab- 
lished in June 1809, have proved a success, no less than 
4, 4G8 chests having passed them this year, against 444 last 
year. Tlic comparative propinquity of the Railway at 
Ahmedabad to Oodeypoor has attracted a great proportion of 
opium from Kotah and Jhaira Patun. The Oodejmeor 
route seems to be preferred as being freer from intermediate 
petty taxes, though one or two of the Meywar Sirdars have 
seized the opportunity to levy transit duties notwithstanding 
the prohibitions of tlie Durbar. Colonel Nixon is certain 
that opium is smuggled through jMeywar and Marwar towards 
the Sea coast. Much opium, however, grown in Meywar is 
taken to Palee to bo manufactured. Tlie opium from Palee 
c» route to Bombay formerly obtained passes at PahlunpQor, 
but latterly at Ahmedabad, and it is not at all improbable 
that much is smuggled through Mandvee. Messrs. Noonan 
and .Co., of Kurrachee, lately proposed to make Kurrachee a 
shipping port for opium. This has led to the establishment of 
opium scales at Palee, but it is very doubtful whether Messrs. 
Noonan and Co.’s anticipations will be realized, or the. scales 
at Palee prove remunerative. 

3G. Colonel Nixon takes exception to the mode of 
weighment, and gives expression to .the wish of the 
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Oodeypoor opium merchants that passports may be issued at 
Oodeypoor for opium. This has been met by the Governor- 
General s Agent in _ Central^ India in such a way as to 
obviate many of the inconveniences complained of. 

37. The establishment of a regular Criminal Court at 
Oodeypoor during the year has been most distasteful to the 
Meywar Sirdars, and, indeed, led to the resignation of the 
Minister, Kotharee Kesree Sing ; 860 cases have been dis- 
posed of by the Court. 

38. Under the able superintendence of Dr. Cunningham, 
the Dispensaries have worked most beneficially, 6,893 patients 
having been treated during the year. Vaccination has not as 
yet been accepted by the people in Meywar, and operations are 
now confined to the city and neighbourhood, under the imme- 
diate supervision of Dr. Cunningham. The expenditure on 
Dispensaries and vaccination amounted to Kupees 3,774-4-7, 
the interest accruing from the endowment being Eupees 
4,325-2-8. 

89. Tho Durbar has concluded its payment of Eupees 
1,80,000 for the Meywar portion of the Neemuch and Nus- 
Boerahad Eoad, for tho construction of which few at Oodey- 
poor were very anxious, on the ground that the road in 
question was a mere military road, connecting two British 
stations, and of no uso for commercial purposes. A link 
line (25 miles) to Neembahcra is under construction, as is 
the road from Oodeypoor to Kherwarra, tho progress of 
which though slow is said to be very satisfactory in its 
■workmanship. The importance of this road cannot be over- 
estimated. When finished it will be the main military and 
commercial route from Central Eajpootana, Central India, 
and Malwa to Guzorat. Colonel Nixon appreciates its value, 
and devotes his energies to its accomplishment. They could 

not be bestowed on a bettor object, for 

to tho prosperity of Meywar, and o'- ' ' ' 

cuHy. If its construction is prosocu.-., ■ ' ' ' 

but fair that a road from Ahmcdabad to tho frontier should 
bo undertaken to meet it through our Government. 

40. Colonel Nixon dcscribe.s tho Malmrana ns a Io 3 'ai, 
intelligent, and onlightoned Eulor, but sh.acklod a good dc.-il 
by the prejudices of those about him, which ho c.-mnot afl'ord 
to ignore. Ho hopes tliat as Iii.s years incrc.-iso ho will bo 
able to perfect the nio-'isurcs which ho is now so an.xiou3 to 
introduce for tho benefit of hi.s people. 
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rEIlTABGnUR. 

41. The little State of Pcrtabghur, described as the 
gem of Moy^var, has a revenue of about Rupees 2,88,992-8-9, 
and pays through our Government a tribute of Rupees 
56,887-12-0 to Maharaja Holkar. The Maharawul is vciy 
intelligent and active, and is the only Chief in Rajpootana 
whom Lieutenant-Colonel Nixon has known to thoroughly 
attend to his Police arrangements, •which are excellent. There 
is more general order in Pcrtabghur than in the other Estates 
subordinate to the Meywar Agency. The Chief appears to 
bo loved by the people. His principal fault is extravagance, 
which he has promised to amend. 

BANSWAnilA. 

42. The Maharawul of Banswarra, •who is intelligent 
and clever, has promised to the Political Agent to introduce 
several reforms into his country. Ho has many grievances, 
prominent among which is the independence of the Rao of 
Kooshulghur, and the addition to his own tribute. 

• 43. The Report of the Assistant Political Agent in 
charge of Banswarra is forwarded by the Political Agent. 

HILLY TRACTS, ME^TVAR. 

44. Colonel Mackeson suggests that, in place of the 
Criminal and Civil Courts being under separate officers in 
the Hilly Tracts, and independent of control, they should be 
placed under one head, the Hakim. At present they do not 
•work with one another. The proposition appears good, and 
Colonel Nixon will doubtless give it his attention. 

45. The Punchayet between Meywar and Mahee Kanta 
was brought to a close in November, Meywar having to pay 

' Rupees 2,270-13-0 in compensation for unsettled claims. 

46. The Dispensary is still under course of construc- 
tion, and much of the labour is being done by the Bheels of 
the Regiment.

47. This Estate, lately placed under an efficient Kamdar, 
continues to flourish, the revenue having increased from 
Rupees 10,000 to Rupees 15,000.

50 Tlie revenue receipts were Eupees 1,34,824 9-0,

by transfer to a more important post It is much to be

59. The condition of the petty States in Shehlinwatteo 
is gratifying. Content reigns among all classes, and the ill- 
feeling -which formerly characterized the relations of Suzerain 
and nobles is fast disappearing, owing to the increased con- 
sideration with which the latter aie treated by the Durbar, 
a notable instance of which is the promptitude with which 
questions of succession are now treated. The change in the 
condition of Shekhawattee during the last few years ismaiked, 
and IS highly creditable to the Maharaja’s Government and 
the Political Agents who have bi ought ifc about. 

KHETBEE 

60. Raja iFutteh Sing, of Khetree, died in December 
last, and was succeeded by his adopted son, Ajeet Sing, a boy 
nine years old His caieer has opened auspiciously and pro- 
mises to afford a pleasant contrast to that of his predecessor. 
The popularity of the succession, the promptitude of its re- 
cognition by the Maharaja, and the uise selection of officials, 
all presage well for the future. Captain Biadford estimates 
the revenue of Khetree at Rupees 4,50,000, and the revised 
expenditure at Rupees 2,88,000, leaving a surjolus of Rupees 
1,62,000 for the liquidation of a debt of 7$ lakhs, which 
now oppresses it. 

61. The successful conclusion of the arrangements at- 
tending the succession of the young Baja, and the friendly 
interest taken m the concerns of iChetree by the Maliaraja, 
so different from the disputes and hostilities accompanied by 
bloodshed on foimer occasions^ are due chiefly to the able 
and conciliatory management of the Officiating Political 
Agent.

Will bo a lasting memorial of His E\cohcncy’s visit and tho 
Maharaja's philanthropy It is gratifying to learn that 
aaccination makes satisiactory progress, and that tho preju- 
dices of tho people are mcltmg away During my march 
through the soutlicrn portion of tho fenitory, the people 
were most anxious to bo \accinated, and wo found no preju- 
dice against it 

CO The outlay m Public Works has been Rupees 
1,78,008, somewhat loss than that of last year The original 
works executed ha\o mostly been of a minor description, but, 
being separated from each other by longer distances, have 
demanded more care and attention, m addition to tho extra 
amount of travelling Among the Public Works executed may 
be enumerated the repair, maintenance, and partial remodel- 
ling of the Agra and Ajmore Road (Joypoor section), tho 
progress of several irrigation works, and the city gardens. 
The construction of a road across tlie heavy sands between 
Jeypoor and Tonk, and a sdieme for reclaiming the more 
sterile sands in the vicinity of the city, are now under consi- 
deration It IS to be hoped that the renewed attempts to 
supply tlie city with water may be successful Captain 
Bradford speaks in the wannest terms of Capfam Jacobs 
fitness for his post E\ety one acquainted with Jej'poor 
must cordially concur in this estimate of Captain Jacobs 
exertions, and the ready and clieerful way in which bo meets 
the wishes of all parties He has been particularly success 
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ful 111 his irrigation projects, which, being executed at a 
nioclerate coat, have proved highly remunerative, and will 
induce the construction of other works of the same charac- 
A scheme for the supply of good drinking water 

to the city, as proposed by Captain Jacob, appears a feasi- 
ble project, though it iviU cost a considerable sum of 
money, which, however, will be trifling compared with the 
benefit it will confer on so wealthy and populous a place. 

67. The progress of the Jeypoor College during the last 
twelve months has been good ; the pupils borne on the rolls 
number 432 against 389 in the preceding year, with an 
average attendance of 89*0 per cent. The pupil-teachers’ 
class has proved a success. The energy, perseverance, and 
ability of Baboo Kontee Chunder JMookerjee, Head Master,- 
deserve attention. 

68. The school of arts flourishes under Dr. DeFabeck’s 
masterly management, evidences of whose artistic skill are 
apparent in all parts of the cit^. Captain Bradford depre- 
cates the possible transfer of this officer at a time when his 
labours promise to bear fruit. 

69. The daily] average number of prisoners in the Jail 
•was 1,153, the daily average sick, 39, and the aggregate 
number of deaths, 77. The organization is excellent, and 
does credit to the energetic Superintendent, Mr, Williams, 
prisoners are employed in out-door work, and the romainder 
in various trades within the precincts of tlie Jail. TheAvards, 
however, are much too crowded, and fresh wards should bo 
built. The accommodation is not suited for more than half 
the number in the Jail. 

70. The Political Agent alludes to the quiet and in- 
obtrusive way in which the Railway line hashcen marked 
out, which he ascribes chiefly to the manner in which the 
Superintending Engineer, Mr. Furnival, and his biotlicr 
officers have relied on their oavu resources, and to their conci- 
liating conduct towards the people of the country, so tliat 
the ease with which the work was accomplished has asto- 
nished oven the Maharaja. I consider Rajpootana is exceed- 
ingly fortunate in having Mr. Furnival at the head of the 
Raihvay. He endeavours in every way to make the presence 
of lu3 staff welcome to the people, and lie has been succcssiti/.

103. The construction of the road towards Deolec on 
one side, and towards Jeypoor on the other, is the Nawab’s 
own idea. It has been undertaken by Captain Jacob, The 
crossing of the Bunass River will be the great engineering 
difficulty in the Tonk territory. The bed of the stream is 
about three-quarters of a mile broad, of deep sand. In the 
rains the river fills, and even overflows this bed, rushing a 
furious torrent 30 to 40 feet deep. 

104. It is satisfactory to learn the increased tolerance 
with whicli the Durbar’s Hindoo subjects are treated by 
the present Nawab.

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110 Tho expenditure of Shalipoora lias been restricted 
to Rupees 92»000, including tributes, thus leaving a balance 
of Rupees 71,000 for the liquidation of lakhs of debt 

BIIURTPOOR 

111 The young IMaharaja of Bhurtpoor, who has been 
Htelj invested with full powers, is of active habits, fond of 
travel, and of seeing military spectacles , and delights in 
dinlling his own troops, the cavalry of which arc a remarkably 
fine, well mounted and appointed body of men His High 
ness also looks minutely into, and superintends tho affairs of, 
lus State, and is careful in his expenditure 

112 The Officiating Political Agent contrasts the con 
dition of the State of Bhurtpoor, as made over to its Chief, 
with what it was 16 years ago, when, owing to the minority 
of the present Jilaharaja, it fell under British superintend 
cnee The averagc-meome m the interval has incre ased fr om 
20 laldia to 2 0 laUis , and as tlie Ktc six years’ settlement Eas 
expired, an mcrcaso of two more lakhs at least may be ex 
pocted by the new settlement, without any hardship on tho 
people 

113 The morale of the administration Ins also im 
proved Jlajor Jlorncson, on taking over charge of the 
State, found that peculation was rife in every department, 
whilst the people were troubled with a multiplicity of small 
cesses, with the collection of revenue through the medium of 
contractors, and other evils, which were not ameliorated by 
tho State making loans to cultivators at 50 per cent interest 
The Amils or Tehsildars are now a w ell paid body of men, 
respowsvbU tw the Deputy CoUcctora, over whom tho 3»Iaha- 
raja is inclined to exercise a stnet supervision They are 
also vested with a limited Criminal and Ctval junsdiction, 
under the control of the Judges of Bhurtpoor and Deeg 
A revenue survey of the State has been completed, and a 
settlement for some jears made with the r)ots, while tho 
cesses have been reduced and simplified, and ad\ ances w itli 
out interest are now made to cultivators Xhe result has 
been the construction of numerous new w ells, and the conse 
quent rise of land revenue from 14 to 16^ lakhs 

114 A good Jail has been erected, and the number of 
convictions bear a fair proportion to the number of arrests 
The Jail unfortunatelj is not a healthy one It is built on 
tho circular principle, but the smallness of the wards impedes 
ventilation, and the drainage is defective, faults which have 
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been altered partially bnt fiom tbe low site and tlio nature 
OX the bmlcling materials cannot be entirely remedied 

115. Not the least of the benefits derived by the State 
from Biitish supervision are the Public Works, the sanita 
tion and drainage of the city, the development of a system 
of irrigation, the construction of new tanks, and of an evcel- 
lent system of roads and numerous buddings, such as hospital, 
jail, &c Though a large expenditure in the famine year has 
necessitated a reduction of the grants foi Public Works, 
most of those now in progress, such as the Ulwur Koad, &c’ 
will be proceeded with 

116 The Dispensaries continue to thrive under Dr. 
Harvey’s very able superintendence The year has been 
more healthy than the last, and consequently the numbei of 
patients have decreased 

117. While acknowledging the practicability of reduc- 
ing the expenditure, the Political Agent expresses an earnest 
hope tliat retrenchment may be applied to ptopei objects, 
and not to those departments on winch tho prosperity and 
development of tho State depends 

KEROWLEE 

118 I have already referred to the succession of Malia- 
laja Joy Smg Pal The debts of the State, at tho death of 
the late Maharaja Muddun Pal, ivcre Bupees 2,60,000, of 
which Rupees 2,00,000 were due to the British Government. 
There weie other nnscellaneons debts, liowever, of small sums, 
but which often in the aggregate rival the laiger items. 
Captain AValtor’s judicious arrangements for tlio finances 
allowed of a surplus of Rupees 50,000 a year for the payment 
of debts The expenses attendant on the succession have 
somewhat reduced this suiplus for tho present year, but not 
permanently, as tho present Maharaja is very careful, has few 
cxponsiv 0 tastes, and very anxious for his State to bo free of 
debt. ' 

110. Tho Maharaja IS very careful not to place himself 
in tho hands of any party, but to take service from all. 
Having come from a not wealthy branch of tho ruling f.iniily, 
ho has’not jot had sufficient experience in the art ol nihng 
There is consequently a deficiency apparent, after the ability 
.ind decision with which Maharaja Muddun Pal dispensed 
justice Such 13 .ilw.ajs to bo expected wlioti tho .adininistr.a- 
tioii of a Goicrmiiciit is dependent on the personal qualities 
of an ludnidital ruler. The present JIahar.aj.a, however, is

promising*, but wo must wait before passing judgment on liis 
capabilities. 

DHOLEPOOn. 

120. Since tho last Keport, tho administration, after 
passing through tho hands of Eao Gungadhur, brotlicr of 
Sir Dmkiir Eao, and Jloonshcc Pirboo Lall, has been con- 
fided to Halvccm Abdool Nubbeo Khan, of Puttialla, a man 
of ability, experience, and apparently good intentions, whoso 
interest it is to secure a position at Dholopoor, and tlio sup- 
port of tlio local Political Agent. 

121. Tho chief points which demanded his attention 
on accession to office were (1) the finances of the State; (2) 
tlic restoration of the Rana’s reputation ; and (3) the control 
of tho Goojurs inhabiting tho Dang, as the sterile high 
dhuncs of tho Chumbul are called. 

122. Tho debts of tho Skate have been considerably 
reduced, and a little regularity brought about in the finances. 
There has been little change in tho income, though by carry- 
ing to account tho revenue of lands granted in payment of 
service, but resumed, and the payments made in place of such 
lands on tho other side of tho account, both the revenue and 
expenditure appeared to have increased. The debts may bo 
computed at Rupees 80,000, besides a loan without interest 
from Puttialla. 

123. The “Dang" is inhabited by Goojurs, who make 
raids into the Gwalior and Kcrowlee States. Tho Durbar 
has now confided this tract to tlic charge of a special officer, 
w’ith a strong force at his disposal, and has quartered extra 
Police on the worst villages, measures which, it is hoped, may 
prove sufficient. 

124. The Rana is extremely timid. His Highness 

requires encouragement to come forward to exert himself. 
His Excellency’s advice, and Captain Powlett’s and my own 
conversations, have so inspirited him, that though of an age 
when character has become fixed lie has lately interested 
himself in the affairs of his State, and almost daily hears 
cases and personally receives petitions. , 

125. Tho Durbar appears inclined to improve both 
School and Dispensaries. IVo new Dispensaries have been 
opened at Bareo and Raja Khora, and at the capital a better 
house in a more convenient locality has been set apart for tho 
City Dispensary. 

126. Tho Courts of Justice work well. The Jail is being 
improved, but needs some further additions. 
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127. The few cases of robbery, and the absence of any 
attack on the mail for the last two years, speaks well for the 
Police on the Agra and Bombay Road. 

128. The Maharaja’s grandson and heir, a veiy intelli- 
gent child, is rapidly acquiring a knowledge of English under 
the tuition of a Mr. Martin. 


bickaneer. 

129. The Maharaja succeeded in 1852, at the age of 33, 
to an empty exchequer, laden with a debt of 8i I.akhs, wliich 
had been chiefly incurred in keeping up an army to overawe 
turbulent Thakoors. Recourse has since been had to every 
shift for the purpose of raising money. Ministers have been 
chosen for their financial cunning, without regard to their 
character or other qualification. Of 18 Ministers, who have 
held office during the last 19 years, the only one who obtained 
even a name for justice was Bam Ball, Dooarkanee, who 
held office from 1856 to 1861. In the latter year his powerful 
patron, the Ranee Rawutjee, died, and he was immediately 
disgraced. The most notable parties who have been for 
some years striving for power in Bickaneer are the rival 
factions of the Mootsuddees, whose ancestors came from 
Jodhpoor with the founder of the house. The head of one 
party was Hindoo Mull, and of the other Lucheeram and 
Ram Ball. 

130. The present Minister, Pundit Munphool, C.S.I., 
is a man of high character, but is not fortunate enough to 
possess the confidence of the M.ah.araja. He is thwarted' at 
every step by the interference of favourites and even menials. 

131. There are 105 Tazeemce Thakoors (entitled to 
distinction). The Thakoors hold their lands on conditions of 
service. This was commuted by Maharaja Guj Sing to a 
cash payment at the rate of Rupees 00 a horse, which has 
been gradually increased by his successors to its present 
dimensions. Nuzzeranna and rakum are the principal taxes. 
The former is the least obnoxious to the Thakoors, but most 
injurious to tho people, on whom the Thakoors mercilessly 
retaliate. Tho higlier class of Thakoors arrange for tlieir 
revenues with tho Dowan, but it is essential that they should 
have some “Durbareo” or favourite in tlieir pay, for, by his 
wood offices with tho hfaharaja. they are pennitted to cariy 
on a system of oppression and extortion over those under 
thoiu with impunity. 
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132. Of the 1,814 village.** in Bickancer, only 3G8, 
yielding a revenue of Rupees 1,93, COG, arc Raj property. Tlie 
Thakoors and other grantees hold 1,44G, giving a revcmio of 
Rupees 9,70,174, and pay to the State Rupees 2,32,9G5. 

133. The total revenue and expenditure during last 
3 "car-\vcrc Rupees 11,15,466 and Rupees 12,31, 96G rospec- 
tivcl}’, the deficit, Rupees 1,1G,500, being met by the sale of 
Raj wheat from the Pergunnahs of Tibbeo and Hunnooman- 
ghur. The Dewan has but little control over the expen- 
diture, as some of the chief departments are under favourites 
and quite independent of him. Indeed, the system pursued 
at Bickancor is very similar to tliat at Jodlipoor, from which 
the State sprung. There are the same checks to efficiency, 
arising from similar jealousy of the power of the Dewans, in 
both places. 

134. The ascertained debts of the State amount to 
Rupees 9,83,000. All of these were incurred by previous 
Rajas, with the exception of about one lakh only, which has 
been borrowed by the present Maharaja during his reign of 
nineteen years. Miscellaneous debts and interest would 
bring the debt up to 15 lakhs. 

135. There is no real justice administered in Bickaneer. 
A few words sent through a gola (or slave) is sufficient to 
subvert the decision of the Minister in any case. It is 
customarj', Captain Burton says, to pardon murder and 
every other crime on payment of a fine, .and it is quite un- 
usual to pass a definite sentence of imprisonment on a prisoner. 
No regular Courts exist, but the Minister has succeeded in 
disposing of some important cases. 

136. Four hundred families have been driven to emi- 
grate from different parts of the State by the exactions and 
cruelty of the Hakims. Of 3,000 families who emigrated in 
1868, it is computed that 1,000 have returned. In these 
sandy soils, very little appears requisite to drive the people 
to emigration, to which they are a good deal accustomed, but 
vhen away they always pme for the pure and elastic air of 
their desert homes, and long to return to them again. 

137. The Maharaja of Bickaneer is entirely guided by 
favourites. In rule he is despotic, and vacillating in character. 
He is much under the sway of his superstitious feelings, 
which leads him to squander his money on unworthy objects. 
He is loyal to Government and always courteous in manner. 
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148. The Marwar Court exceeds the other Courts in 
the number of cases brought before it. The frontiers of the 
States under that Agency arc more extensive, and the popula- 
tions wilder and more lawless than those under other 
Agencies. The consequence is, that a proportionately larger 
number of cases are adjudicated by it. Its decisions are 
looked upon as just, and carry much weight. Tlioro are also 
proportionately feu cr appeals from it than from any other 
Court. 

149. Formerly the Native States deferred paying for 
years tho awards passed against them by the Courts of 
Vakeels. Government have now ordoicd prompt liquidation. 
In ono or two cases, old decrees arc still outstanding, hut in 
most cases they have been paid up, some whilst this Keport 
was in preparation. If still unliquidated, tho balance will 
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rcmnu a ‘sep'xi'xte account, Iho now system of prompt paj 
incut conimcncmg vitli tlccibions gi\cn after the let January 
Hst

151 There has been one cxsc of catradition earned 
out It was of a Marw ar subject, who had enlisted m tho 
Mhairwarra Battalion, and was accused of having committed 
murder, whcnonlcaio at his home 3hc Ajmcrc District 
oHiccrs refused to send him for onquirj to Jodhpoor, either 
before the Political Agent, a British OHiccr, or tho Court of 
Vakeels, and tlio man under accusation of murder was 
actinllj allowed !o take diitj as a bohhu for a whole jear 
It was only after the Court of Vakeels had been empowered 
m |ho <7a,cttc e/ /ndm to hoar cases under the Bvtradition 
Treaties, and tho tedious references to higher authority had 
been gone through that the man was again apprclicndcd and

Puhhc 

152 The expenditure on account of Public "Works in 
Rajpootana is appended The Imperial grant was for Rupees 
8,50,000, of winch Rupees 8 49,263 were expended The 
outlay from contributions and local funds w as Rupees 1,46,037, 
of w^ch Rupees 1,30,185 was expended 

153 Tho most important of the latter works is tho 
Agra and Ahmedabad Road, which is being constructed 
at tbe cost of the Native States, and by Government when 
tho road passes through British districts as Ajmeie and 
Jklhairwarra, or through Native States, which are not able to 
pa) by reason of poverty It js now being made in the 
IMarw ar temtor) , and work will soon begin m Sirohi When 
the line has been finished to the Rajpootana border, we shall 
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only require 130 miles to complete the -whole road. The 
renaaining portion will traverse chiefly Pahlunpoor, and the 
Guico-war s Districts, for which arrangements should be early 
taken in hand. I observe it stated in the evidence given 
before the Parliamentary Committee on Indian Finance, that 
nothing had been spent on roads in Guzerat, though the 
revenues from that province had improved more than any 
other part of India. This important road, and the one from 
Ahmedabad towards Oodeypoor, would bo most valuable and 
useful to Government, and their construction would take 
away the reproach of our neglect of that province. 

154. No original works are sho-wn under the head of 
agricultural. The Butad Reservoir, a considerable scheme, 
ably prepared by Mr. Asher, is now before Government. 
Two other large ones arc also in preparation, which will bo 
forwarded in due course. They are for tiilaos in Ajmere, 
but may be mentioned not inappropriately here. 

Mail Robberies. 

155. Only four cases of mail robberies took place in 
Eajpootana within the year, of which three occurred in the 
Jeypoor territory. The enormous amount of gold and jewels 
sent through our post to and from Jeypoor, in payment of 
remittances, doubtless excited the cupidity of the plunderers. 
There is no way of stopping the despatch of valuables by 
this means. The security of the post is shown by the low 
rate of insurance, and the more secure we make it the more 
will it be used for such despatches. To make the remitters 
declare the contents would only lead to fraud and invito 
attacks. 

RAJPOOTANA CORPS. 

15G. The Rajpootana Corps have maintained thoir high 
character for efficiency and discipline, and reflect much credit 
on the officers who command them. They are also called on 
to perform many more duties than Corps of tlie Line, and this 
has a tendency to mako them efficient on service. 

157. The Dcolee Irregular Force constructed tlio bund 
of an extensive tank in front of their parade-ground, mak- 
ing a fine sheet of water for boating and bathing purposes. 
The bund has been further strengthened this year. 

158. The Mcj'wnr Bhccl Corps liavo been employed in 
building a Dlsponsarj* at Klicrwnrra, and the Mlminvarra 
Battalion havo been constructing their now lines at Ajmere. 
This battalion was reorganized and reformed into a corps on 
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tlie 1st April last, and its head-quarters have been changed 
to Ajraere from Bea\vur. Ono company of this regiment is 
always on duty at the salt works at Sambhur, which is a 
very unhealthy outpost, as last year the company on duty 
were decimatea by sickness. 

159. The Cavalry of ilie Deolee Irregular Force has to 
furnish numerous detachments. It consists of only one 
squadron, and has usually half its numbers away. Both this 
Corps and the 14th Bengal Cavalry complain much of the 
Sambhur detachment, which prostrates their men and renders 
them unserviceable for some time after they have been 
relieved. 

160. The Erinpoora Force has also heavy duty to 
take. During the last season the greater portion of it was 
employed under Major Carnell on the Sirohi and Marwar 
border, and had disagreeable outpost and patrol duties, all 
which it performed efficiently. 

Dispensaries. 

161. The Dispensaries in Rajpootana have continued 
to work successfully. The year has been a very healthy one, 
but the numbers treated, and those vaccinated, have been 
largo. Dr, Moore, Superintendent-General of Dispensaries 
ana Vaccination, has managed lus department with las usual 
ability and success, and he speaks highly of all who have 
’ivorked under him. 
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CONCLUSION. 

1C2 During tho year every aid ]ms boon gi\cn mo by 
the sc^e^al Political Agents in Kajpootana, \\ho, though not 
mentioned hero by n'ltno, bccauso circumstances ]ia\o not 
required evtraordmary action fiom them, are still dcscrMiig

103 Tho most difficult and laborious duly has undoubt- 
edly fallen on Cajitam T. Caclcll, V.C, Political Agent at 
Ulwur, ^\hcrc lie Ins presided o\cr the State Council A\ith 
rare tact, ability, and stcadincs*- 
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1C4. Captain Bratlfortrs acUlcmonl of Khetrco is also 
deserving of nnich cotnincndation^ he having without inter- 
fering guitlcd the State of Jcypoor to adopt a conciliatory 
and hind j>olicy towards its feudatory, which promises tho 
best results. 

1G5. Jfajor Camcira operations on tho Sirohi and 
Marwar border were carried out W'ith much judgment and 
talent, and with a complete Icnowdodgo of tho races with whom 
he had to deal. 

IGG. Lieutenant Abbott, Assistant Agent, Governor- 
General, has received the acknowledgments of Government 
for his boundap^ settlement. lie has also been ver^ useful 
in Bupcrinlcnding the Court of Vakeels, and in assistingin 
the Ajmoro and miscellaneous work. 

1C7. Captain Itidgeway, Assistant Agent, Governor- 
General, since ho joinca has assisted mo willingly and effi- 
ciently. 

1G8. Licutcnant-Coloncl Forlong, Superintending En- 
gineer and Secretary in tho Public Works Department, has a 
hirgo and extensive office to manage, which ho has conducted 
w iui much ability and cncigy. My acknowledgments are duo 
to this officer.

IG Tlie town o£ Oodeypoor is very dirty indeed, and rcMjiiitcs more 
attention to its cleanliness than is bcstowid upon it by the Durbar I Ijave 
brought the matter imdcr notice several times, and a small ta-^ is now to 
be levied on each house to support a conservancy establishment, but the 
measure is not popular, and the Diu-bar officials take hut little intore^it 
in such measures The mam street is kq»t tolerably clean, but the lanes

Durbar pays a tribute of Rupees 56,887-12 annually to Mahariji 
Holhar, whicla we collect and pay to him The yearly revenue of the 
territory is said to be Rupees 2,88 992 8 9, but I consider this estimate 
to he rather low The young Maharawut Oodey Sing is inchned to 
be rather extravagant and has managed to get into debt I have had to 
speak to him on this subject, and he now assures me that measures 
have been adopted to rectify this He is veiy intelligent and active, and 
IS the only Chief in Rajpootana whom I have known to thoroughly 
attend to his Pohco arrangements, and it is not an uncommon thing for 
him to go personally to the spot where a crime has been committed 
and to pursue dacoits himself Theie is no doubt that his Police 
arrangements arc excellent, and that there is more general order and law 
in Purtabgurh than in the other States suliordmatc to this Agency I also 
in conversation with the common people found that the IMaharawut was 
very much loved and revered by them, and is, in fact, looked upon quite as 
a fiacnd, which is a pretty good index of his management

eicntuallj become a prominent and lasting monument m commemoration

There is no doubt that the noielty of a powerful Ruler, trowel and 
mallet in hand, himself laj ing a stone after the manner of masons, created 
a strong impression among all u ho witnessed the ceremonj , to whom the 
recollection of this circumstance will bring back manj associations, invest 
nig the building with a degree of historic if not absolutely sacred mj sterj 

3 Another circumstance of the period under review was the indisposi 
tion of the Maharaja during the earlj part of the jear, uhich so much 
interfered uath his usual pursuits, and for which much anxiety and care 
uas felt by his friends and all classes of his subjects 

Though not jiorhaps entirclj so I bolio\e the chief cause of his 
indisposition wa? attnbutable to the state of his cjosigbt which, as jou 
are aware, has for a long tunc been failing, and the depressing mfluenci.

From the incomplete, nnd m many instances useless, character of the 
Returns with which the Durbar has had under the present Bjstcm to 
deal, any attempt lo examine and unraiel the accounts of the State 
succcssfiilly has been out of the question, while it has been next to an 
tmpossib jitj to amvc at anj thing approaching a correct estimation of 
its financial position, not to speak of the facilities uhich such a system 
afforded to the exercise of fraud, and the endless extravagance and 
rsaste v.hieh it imoUcd, more csjxieiallj under the daily increasing calla 
for money necessitated by the growing outlay on the Pubhc Works, S.c 

The Committee refen-od to is intended to supply this desideratum, 
and has been composed of men peculiarly fitted for the task , and though, 
perhaps, their progress ui coUecting the nccc^sarj returns and information 
has not been entirely satisfactor), it is doubtless traceable m a great 
measure to the reluctance, to say nothing of the difficulty, rath which 
such would be supplied, and to the loss wluch the Committee has suffered 
in the withdrawal from amongst them of Pundit Koop Narain, lately 
appointed to a scat in the Ulnoir Council

paj ment for their goods, wluch under the old system nc^ cr could be the 
case. 

80. The only other point m connection with this subject, which 
seems to call for remark, is the location of the Jcjqioor Eailua) Stiliou, 
about w’hich, as you arc aware, the Maharaja enneed so much nnxict), his 
fears being that, if placed too near the town, disturlnnccs and dilRcuUics 
might nri«te betueen tlie Railuay and the citi^iciis.

General Remarks 

In dealing watti both Hindoo and Mahomedan States tbeie is, 
perhaps, nothing w hicb strikes one so much as the vitality which, existing 
in the latter, is unknowm in the former If I may use the smile, the 
Mahomodan is a man pushing his way through a crowded street , tbe 
Hindoo one who has got into a doorway and w ould fain be left alone and 
unnoticed 

Apart from this almost restless activity which characterizes its 
people and which is in a measure due to their religion and to the vigorous 
northern blood which courses through their veins, there is an importance 
about the towTi of Tonk, which neither its size nor the resources of its 
Cluef appear to justify, and which the Eict that it is the capital of the

Memorandum legarduig the rc organizabon of the State of Dholepore which IIis High 
ness the Maharana of Dholepore commenced m accordance with a promise made 
to Ills Excellency the Viceroy m October 1870 

On October 27tb, 1870, when His Highness the Maharana had an 
inteniew with His Excellency Lord Mayo at Agra, three or four defects 
or desiderata m the administration of the Dholepoor State were men- 
tioned — 


1^^ — That 16 or 17 months* pay was due to the Army, 

Znd — ^Tbat the debts of the State were excessive. 

That steps should be taken for keeping in order the adminis- 
tration of 3 ustiee, for carrying out the orders of the British 
Goiemment, and for preserving the security of the Agra 
and Bombay Road 

At/i — That the whole sjstem of admmistration should be such as 
to leave no ground for compliint 

2 His Highness engaged to make the necessaiy reforms, and His 
Excellency directed that the Political Agent should report upon them 

3 The former state of things and the need of improvement will 
be apparent from the statistics which accompany this memorandum, but a 
brief notice of them null not be out of place here His Highne«s has 
earned them out in consultation with his Dewan between November 1870
